FINE CAKES 


AS soon as eggs are reasonably 
plentiful we will enjoy a sponge cake 
occasionally, 

Golden Sponge Cake.— 


Beat seven egg yolks 
with a dover egg beater 
until very light. Add 


one cupftl of sugar a Iit- 
tle at a time, still con- 
tihnuing to beat (use a 
wire beuter), add = one- 
half cupful of boiling wa- 
ter alternately with one 
; cupful of pastry flour 
siftel with two teaspvonfuls of buk- 
ing powder and one-fourth teaspoon- 
ful of salt—sift three times. Add one 
teaspoonful of vanilla, pour into a 
greased and floured tube pan. Bake 
for fifty minutes in a slow oven. 

Maple Nut Cake.—Cream one-half 
cupful of butter, add one-half cupful 
of sugar gradually, then add two egg 
yolks well beaten, and one cupful of 
mafile sirup. Add the dry ingredients 
which have been sifted together twice, 
two and one-half cupfuls of pastry 
flour, one-fourth of a teaspoonful of 
cinnamon, two and one-half teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, one teaspoon- 
ful of salt and one-fourth teaspoonful 
of grated nutmeg, all sifted twice. 
Beat thoroughly and fold in the stiffly 
beaten egg whites. Pour into a well- 
greased and floured tube pan = and 
bake for forty-five minutes. Cover 
the cake with maple icing and dec- 
orate with halves of walnut or pecan 
meats over the top and sides. 

Pecan Cake.—Cream three-fourths 
of a cupful, add one cupful of sugar 
gradually; beat three egg yolks and 
add to the creamed sugar and butter, 
one-fourth cupful of méo- 
lasses. Sift two cupfuls of pastry 
flour With two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder and one teaspoonful of nut- 
meg and one-half teaspoonful of salt; 
add to the above mixture alternately 
with one-half cupful of grapejuice.

Sour Cream Pie.—Beat two eggs, 
add one cupful of sugar and beat 
again, then add one cupful of sour 
cream, one teaspoonful of cinnamon 
and one-fourth teaspoonful of cloves, 
with a little salt; add one cupful of 
raisins which have been finely cut.

The Southern Pacific has announced 
@ very @efinite program for construc- 
tion centering in Klamath Falls. The 
new lines proposed under these plana 
give a direct route for through traftic 
from southern Oregon, northern Cali- 
fornia, western Orcgon and the Nor*b 
Pacific Coast generally via Klamath 
Falls to the east through Ogden. They 
give the timber districts tributary (9 
Klamath Falls railroads that ‘will 
bring logs and lumber of southern 
Oregon and northern California to 
this city. - Likewise, these lines will 
develop the agricultural regions of, 
this same section. Briefly then, a| 
comprehensive plan has been adopted | 
that gives all the necessary local 
service for the development of north- 
ern California and southern Oregon 
and ties in therewith a direct railway 
service to all the markets of the 
United States that may be made tribu- 
tary to the Klamath Falls section, and 
in this construction of new lines 
Klamath Falls is the center. 


Steps Taken by 8. P. 


To this end the Southern Pacific 
has taken the following steps: 


First, finishing construction of the 
Natron cutoff, -as a through line 
which will be done by midsummer of 
mext year at an expense of approxi- 
mately $23,000,000, in addition to 
money already invested im the 
Kiamath Falls - Eugene - Oakridge 
branches.
